WASHINGTON (AP)-Senate hi. 


v&tig'ators said today the official 
estimate of 17,500 Russians still 
In Cuba is "perhaps, a minimum 
figure" and "strategic weapons 
may or may not be now in 
Cuba." 


An interim report of the Sen- 


ate Preparedness 
subcommittee 


on its investigation of the Soviet 
military buildup in Cuba and last 
October's missile crisis said, "The 
continued presence of the Soviet 
expedition in Cuba can now be 
seen to be a most effective shield 
against either internal revolt by 
native insurgents, or invasion by 
external forces from any source." 


The 34-page report of the sub- 


committee, headed by Sen. John 
Stennis, D-Miss., also warned that 
the presence of the Soviets in 
Cuba "affects adversely our na- 
tion's image and prestige." 


"Our friends abroad will under- 


standably doubt our abilit yto 
meet and defeat the forces of 
communism thousands of miles 
across the ocean if we prove un- 
able to cope with the Communist 
threat at our very doorstep," the 
subcommittee said.

phone & Telegraph Co., is one of 
several circuits linking the bal- 
listic missile warning station with 
the United States and with a simi- 
lar station at Clear, Alaska. In 
each case of breakage in the 
Thule cable, alternate circuits 
were used, and contact with Thule 
remained unbroken, the Pentagon 
spokesman said.

JFK Taking 
Mild Role in 
Alabama

WASHINGTON (API - Presi- 


dent Kennedy has chosen so far 
to lake an extremely mild—and 
indirect — role in the dangerous 
racial situation in Alabama. 
Through an aide he expressed 
hope the problem could be solved 
by the people of Birmingham, 
where Negroes .have put on the 
biggest campaign in .the Southern 
civil rights struggle. 


Thousands of Negroes have been 


demonstrating for days for equal 
treatment Thousands have been 
jailed by police who drenched 
demonstrators with high-velocity 
hoses and even used clogs against 
them. 


Meanwhile the President await- 


ed the outcome of efforts being 
made by his brother, Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, who several 
clays ago sent two lop assistants 
to Birmingham to try to bring 
white and Negro groups together. 


Last fall 'the President appealecf 


directly':l)y television to Mississip- 
pians to be peaceful when U.S. 
marshals escorted James IT. Mer- 
edith, a Negro, to the University 
of Mississippi,'Which had been or- 
dered by a federal court to let 
him enter. 


But by the time Kennedy made 


the appeal—on the night of Sept. 
30, 1962—rioting- had already brok- 
en out on the Ole Miss campus. 
It lasted until the following morn- 
ing. The marshals were attacked 
and two men were killed. 


Kennedy could use force in the 


Mississippi case—because a fed- 
eral court order had been defied— 
as he did, first with marshals and 
then with troops. It has been ar- 
gued since that if he had used 
troops in the first place, instead 
of marshals, there might have 
been no riots. 


But in Birmingham at this time 


white officials are not defying a 
court ordqr and at the Justice De- 
partment here reporters were told 
the government 
had

grounds for intervening.

Democrat, said there is room for 
the "Justice Department to make 
clear the federal government is 
not entirely powerless to inter- 
vene."
